The Boxers are dally coming 
nearer the capital, delayed only by 
the destruction which they are making 
of Christians. : 

“Believe, I pray you, Mr. Minister, 
that I am well informed, and say 
nothing lightly. Religious persecution 
is only one object. The real purpose 
is the extermination of Furopeans, a 
purpose which is clearly set forth and 
written on the banners of the Boxers. 
Their assistants await them at Peking, 
where they will begin by attacking the 
churches and finish with the legations. 

“For us here, at the Paitang, the day 
is practically ended. The city knows 
it, everybody is speaking of it, and a 
popular outbreak is manifest. 

“Yesterday evening forty-three poor 
women and their children flying from 
the massacre, arrived at the house of 
the sisters. More than five hund 
persons accompanied them. saying to 
them that if they had escaped this once 
they would soon die with the others.

Hsiang, one of the owners of 
the ground where the practicing is 
done, forbade one of our evangelists, 
who is a native of that place, to come 
where they were practicing, saying to 
him, among other threatening things, 
that they were preparing to destroy 
the foreigners at Ling Shang and 
their followers, the native Christians. 

“Furthermore, yesterday, May 14, 
2 two of our native preachers 

ent to the San Yo Yamen with a 
letter from me to that official, they 
were recognized as Christian evange)- 
ists and followed by the people to the 
Yamen and repeatedly threatened with 
death. There were many calls for 
knives to kill them with. The official 
was absent from the city, so they did 
not see him. They actually suffered 
no physical violence, but that was 
doubtless only because of their own 
patience and forbearance. 

“All about us men were actively 
stirring up feeling against us, saying 
that we are potsoning the wells. and 
many villages have already purchased 
native medicines to put into the wells 
te counteract the effects of the sup- 
posed poison. 

“The recent rains which vou have 
bad in Peking have not reached this 
part of the country. and hence, as no 
farming can be done, the people are 
idle and distressed at having no crops, 
and consequently easiiy misled by the 
designing men whe are so actively 
propagating this society. 

“The I tio Chuan is spreading like 
wildfire over all this district. Where 
two months ago ft was practically un- 
known, today there are scores of ac- 
tive societies, which are ranidly be- 
coming egeressive ones, and unless 
Your Excellency can secure the m- 
mediate and vigorone action of the 
Chinese government in suppreseing ft 
and tn punishing a few r'nelcaders, ft 
is certain C(humeanely speskine) that It 
is only a question of a very short time 
until! there will be a violent uprising 
in all thie district. I believe that it is 
rot vet too late to suppress it it taken 
hold of tin earnest by the Chinese offi- 
als: but in my Judgment (and I have 
passed through several such experi- 
enges In my ten or more years in 
China) there ts not a day to spare.

Nonkeying With Religion the 
Cause of Trouble. 


Chinese Not Yet Educated to Religious 
Tolerance Even. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 8—IExciu- 
sive Dispatch.] Consul-General He 
Yow today gave the first interview he 
has granted on the Chinese troubles. 
He said: 

“The origin of the whole trouble is 
interference with our religion in 
China. I do not question the worthy 
intentions of the missionaries who 
have gone there, but they have made 
the mistake of trying to convert a 
people who are not educated as a race 
even to the point of religious toler- 
ance,” 

He declared that indemnities of land 
for murdered missionaries had excited 
the jealousy and suspicion of the peo- 
ple. He said he was convinced the gov- 
ernment was able to protect the Pe- 
king legations until the Taku forts 
were fired on, but then they lost their 
hold over the people, Who became rav 
ing fanatics, eager to spill the blood 
of foreigners. Ho Yow thinks it will 
require a million troops te subdue the 
present insurrection. He fears that ali 
foreigners in Peking have been slaugh- 
tered, as he says nothing can hold the 
Chinese masses under control when 
their fanaticism is well aroused. 

In conclusion, he said: “Chinese who 
have had the opportunity of coming in 
contact with the Americans and Euro- 
peans deplore the present troubles, 
and we know that after a time all the 
Chinese will come to repose the same 
corfidence and respect in the civilized 
powers that we d0 today. Their 
prejudices and antagonism are due to 
ignorance alone.”

FISH SKIN LEATHERS. 


COLLECTION MADE BY THE UNITED 
STATES FISH COMMISSION. 


[New England Grocer:] The United 
States Fish Commission has been mak- 
ing a collection of leathers made from 
the skins of fish and other aquatic 
animals, especially of those which 
promise to be of practical utility. Sev- 
eral varieties of tishes have skins that 
make an excellent leather for some pur- 
poses. Saimon hice, for example, 
serves so well in this way that the 
Esquimaux of Alaska make waterproof 
shirts and boots out of it. They ale 
cut jackets out of codfish skins, which 
are said to be very serviceable garments. 
In the United States frog skins are 
coming into use for the mounting of 
books where an exceptionally delicate 
material for fine binding is required. 
There are certain tribes of savages who 
make breastplates out of garfisn skins, 
which will turn a Kulte or a spear. A 
bullet will pierce this breastplate, but 
it is said to be impossible to chop 
through the material with a hatchet at 
one blow. Together with such a breast- 
plate, these savages wear a helmet of 
the skin of the porcupine fish, which 
is covered wit formidab!e spines. 
Fastened upon the head, this helmet 
serves not only as a protection, but in 
close encounters is used to butt with. 

The Gloucester Isinglass and Glue 
Company recently manufactured some 
shoes of the skins of the codfish and 
cusk. On the Lower Yukon, in Alaska, 
overalls of tanned fish skins are com- 
monly worn by the natives. Whig 
handles are made of shark skins, and 
instrument cases are commonly cov- 
ered with the same material, it being 
known under the name of shagreen. 
Whale skins are said to make admir- 
able leather for some purposes, while 
porpoise leather is considered d very 
superior material for razor strops, Seal 
leather dyed in a number of different 
lors is included in the collection of 
the Fish Commission. This leather is 
obtained from the hair seal, and not 
from the fur-bearing species, and is 
used to a considerable extent in the 
manufacture of pocketbooks. The hair 
seals are still very plentiful in the 


diMecult to kill them they afford a 
very promising source of leather sup- 
ply. Walrus leather has come into the 
market recently, but as the animais 
are being exterminated rapidly it will 
hardly amount to much commercially. 
Another kind of leather now seen on 
sale is that of the sea elephant. Up to 
within a few years a species of sea 
elep t was found on the Pacific 
Coast, ranging as fat north as Lower 
California, but the animals have been 
so nearly exterminated that they are 
now rarely seen. Another species is 
to be found in the Antarctic, seas, 
chiefly on Kerguelan Island.

ROADBEDS BY MACHINE. 


NEW INVENTION FOR WORK OF 
LEVELING AND TRIMMING. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 30. — There are 
over 200,000 miles of track in this 
country which have to be kept in or- 
der the year around. This is done by 
section gangs, whose work it is to 
level and trim the road beds and pre- 
serve the proper width, level and slope 
called for by the standard cross section 
of the road. Ordinarily this is done by 
hand labor, but the work henceforth 
Will be much simplified by the use of 
a machine which has been designed for 
carrying out the mechanical side of 
every part of the section gang's duties. 
This machine is known as a roadbed 
shouldering and leveling car. It con- 
sists of a specially constructed flat car 
of 70,000 pounds capacity, to the fram- 
ing of which there are attached one on 
either side two massiveextensibie wings 
which may be folded back against the 
sides of the car, or thrown out to give 
a maximum reach of twelve feet be- 
yond the outside of the rail. The 
wings, which are a very strong timber 
construction, ing a vertically ad- 
justible cutter, th a steel knife at- 
tached to its lower edge. In one type 
of car, the cutter is raised and lowered 
by means of a ten-inch air cylinder, 
which is belted to the framing of the 
wings: but in another form the same 
duty is performed by means of a rack 
and pinion, the rack being secured to 
the cutter and the shaft which carries 
the pinion being carried on the wing. 
In the former case, one man is suffi- 
client to raise and lower both wings, 
while with the rapid pinion, two men 
are necessary for each wing. The cut- 
ters are lowered to the proper level 
with their cutting edges adjusted to the 
desired pitch of the embankment, and 
as the machine 1 drawn forward by 
the locomotive, it forma a perfectly 
regular and even slope or shoulder on 
each side of the roadbed. It levels the 
subgrade for a pareliel track; widens 
out a fill, grades the track to any de- 
sired depth not exceeding eighteen 
inches, and is also used for weeding 
and cutting ditches on either side of 
the roadbed. As compared with hand 
labor the machine has proved to be 
very economical, the saving in cost of 
labor being estimated at 85 per cent.

A NEW SOURCE OF SILK. 


MADAGASCAR SPIDER MAY BE- 
COME A RIVAL TO SILK WORM. 


(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK. June %.—Reports 
from Paris of some of the features of 
the Madagascar exhibit mention an in- 
eect which may become a rival of the 
silk worm. Among the exhibite is a 
complete set of bed hangings manufac- 


tured in Madagascar from the silk ob- 


tained from the halabe, an enormous 


spider that is found in great numbers 
in certain districts of the island. The 
idea of utilising these insects ‘as „ 
substitute for the silk worm was rst 
conceived by a missionary, who experi- 
mented with the silk produced by them 
until he found that it could be made

to show that the production of spider 
silk may quickly become a highly im- 
portant industry. The chief problem 
to be solved was to find a practical 


process for extracting silk from the fe-

missions has been constructive rather 
than destructive; educative rather than 
iconoclastic. 
THE HOSPITALS. 

We might naturally speak first of 
medical missions, as this is a depart- 
ment in which we come more easily in 
touch with the common needs and 
human sympathies than perhaps any 
So especially in the beginning 
of an acquaintance with the peopie 
when misunderstandings and miscon- 
ceptions of the purpose of the foreign- 
ers are almost inevitably the rule, each 
mission station has a hospital and dis- 
pensary connected with it, where med- 
icine and treatment are given free. No 
favoritism is shown to converts, all are 
served alike, and no conditions to be- 
come proselytes are made. 

Of course, In the wards of the hos- 
pitals and in the wolting-rooms of the 
dispensary Christian books are read, 
explained, and sold, and upon many 
softened hearts touched with gratitude 
for unexpected kindness a deep impres- 
sion is made. The barren ethics of Con- 
fuscianiem are perhaps compared un- 
favorably with the vital truths of 
Christianity; as also is practical idol- 
otry. But no constraint is laid upon 
any one to become a Christien for the 
sake of getting help. There is no med- 
ical acience in China. The Chinese, 
while sometimes ready observers of de- 
tached phenomena, have no idea of cor- 
relating them, know nothing of ra- 
tional investigation, or the tracing from 
effect to cause: hence their ignora*ce of 
anatomy, phys chemistry. thera- 
pauties, all the sciences which have 
grown up under the trained intellect. 
Modern medicine ond surgery approve 
themselves at once to the practical- 
minded Chinese by their results, and 
multitudes come about the foreigner 
for this help who would come in no 
other way. 

In the one miesion center which the 
writer knowe best there have been 
treated im the last twenty years about 
190,000. cases, and 10,000 surgical opera- 
tions have deen rf 


ed, much enlightenment resulting. 
EDUCATIONAL. 

The next departure of which we 
would speak is the purely educational. 

China has a voluminous. literature 
and a highly complex syst of edu- 
cation. The incentive of a ble of- 
ficial career is gm before every boy. 
Theoretically the only entrance to the 
Gil service is through the State en- 
aminations, so there are multitudes of 
boys who begin the study of the writ- 
ten language in the primary schools. 
These are not public schools with free 
tuition. The State only provides free 
examinations. which have some fees 
connected with them, and the examin- 
ers are doubtless not free from bias 
by pecuniary consideration: 
not ovr purpose to deal with practical 
politics. The theory is good, although 
the ability to recite verbatim whole 
books of the Chinese classics and to 
write essays consisting mainly of quo- 
tations from them does not seem to the 
occidental to fit a man conspicuously 
for the duties of a magistrate. 

At every mission station schools are 
established from primary grades up to 
colieriate departments. They do not 
discard the Chinese classics, which are 
all that there is of learning, in the con- 
ception of the great mass of the people; 
but side by side with them the boys are 
taught history, geography. mathe- 
matics, the sciences, things that seem 
to us necessary to an ‘educated man. 

Americans will be glad to knoy that 
American missions stand far in ad- 
vance of those of other nations in this 
educational work in China. I refer not 
only to the schools established by them- 
selves. but there occur to my mind 
the three heads of the great universities 
established by the Chinese government 
Dr W. A. P. Martin at Peking, ©. b. 
Tenney at Tien-Teiw and Dr. Fergu- 
gon, brother of the honored president of 
Pomona College, at Shanghal, with 
many others in re- 
sponsibility. Those mention came 
from the American missionary ranks, 
and many others might be named. 

No invidious distinctions are intended. 
We can give only the merest outline 
mention. but this would be incomplete 
without calling attention to the most 
radical reform introduced by misston- 
artes in their education of girls. What 
this may mean in the elevation of the 
race, our readers can imagine. 

Attention should also be called to the 
body of literature translated into 
the Chinese language. This covers all 
departments of thought. There have 
been more books translated Into Chi- 
nese than into any of the 
the East, and it hae largely been the 
work of the missionaries. And the 
Society for the Diffusion of Christian 
and General Knowledge, with head- 
quarters at Shanghai, is reaching mu- 
lions with Ras useful publications. 


THE OFFICIAL CLASS. 


I had purposed to speak of the rela 
tion of the missionaries to the official 
class, but the length of this article 
prohibits more than a general state- 
ment, that, to the writer's knowledge, 
the attitude of the missionaries has 
been one of kindness and helpfulness. 
Of course, treatment by the official has 
varied according to the individual dis- 
position: but usually courtesy and 
friendliness have marked their Iinter- 
course during the peaceful years of 
which we. have been speaking. in the 
north of China. The writer and his as- 
sociates have known many of them; 
they have been entertained in our 
houses; have been helped in the pur- 
chase of books and foreign articles, use- 
ful, scientific and curious; and very 
rarely have we had any 

with them that was not readily a4- 
justed. 

The cyclone sweeping over the north 
of China, destructive and terrible as 
it is, does not involve the whole meres 
of the population. When oder is re- 
stored, we shall go back to the little 
communities where we have lived, an! 
find them and their magistrates good 
friends and neighbors again. 

We are not minimizing the loss end 
suffering of the native Christians dur- 
ing the time of trial. We hardly dare 
think of the peril in the city of 
‘Peking, which certainly et rs 
manity: but looking to the future, we 
fee a virile and potential race, e- 
deemed to the higher uses of mankind, 
and fitted for a nobler service to the 
world, through the enlightenment of 
education and science—the refining and 
elevating influence of religion. 

How much of thie will be due to 
missionary work in @hina, we may well 
leave to that future “history of man- 
Kind.“ which it has been well sald, “ts

SHORT ZANJA SERVICE. 

The insufficiency of the city zanja 
service will cause a material shortage 
of crops in the Vernon district this 
season. The period of picking black- 
berries usually lasts until Septentber 
1, but this year it is doutbtful if it will 
continue until the end of the present 
month. Nearly all crops, including 
fruits, are suffering because of the 
lack of water, and under the existing 
conditions the City Water Overseer is 
unable to furnish more of the precious 
moisture. The water for the zanjas 
supplying the Vernon district does not 
come from the main supply ditch, but 
is taken from the river at Buena Vista 
street. From that one source a large 
territory ts served by a number of 
ditches, the quantity of water ranging 
from 150 to 200 miner’s inches. At ir- 
regular intervals the City Water Com- 
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stream which mereases the flow to 359 
or % inches. When the water ts 
most needed by the irrigators, during 


the summer the smallest 
quantity is suppiled by the City Water 
Company. 


Some of the irrigators are hoping 
that the city authorities may see tit 
to establish more pumping plants to 
augment the present service. Two 
such are now being installed. One of 
them is located on the east side of the 
river at Mera street, and the othe: is 
on Bauchet street, on the west side of 
the river near the Mesa-street school. 
It is not probable that the water will 
be available for the use of the ranchers 
about Vernon, but some of them are 
urging the importance of putting in 
plants that will be of value in con- 
nection with their lands. Judging iren 
the slowness with which the presen: 
installation is proceeding, it is imprac- 
tieable to attempt to have such a 
plant for use this season: but the im- 
portance of starting proceedings so that 
one may be completed in time for 
next season's use, is asserted. 

PICO HEIGHTS. 
STREDPT-SPRINKLING GRIEVANCE. 

The street-sprinkling service is un- 
Satisfactory to the residents of Pico 
Heights. They, or a considerable num- 
ber of them, allege that they nave been 
induced to have their streets gradqd 
and otherwise improved by the promise 
that when the streets were graded the 
city would keep them sprinkled.

Spanish treasure ships were 
there, but Hawkins was no pirate, 
and apparentiy seized nothing but 
what was necessary for his own de- 
fense and to enable him to trade. The 
very next day a Spanigh fleet of thir- 
teen ships appeared before the haven. 
Parieying followed. Hawkins could 
have kept the Spaniards out, but in 
the end they entered the port on the 
understanding that he was to be al- 
lowed to complete his victualing and 


re ra. 
Spanish fleet once within the 
port, what happened was perhaps in-

evitable. Upon the English the Span- 
ish leoked as pirates, with whom faith 
need net be kept; the English, on the 
other hand, rested on the agreement 
made. In overwhelming strength the 
Spaniards attacked Hawkins’s few 
ships, and there was a bloody ¢trug- 

e, well sustained by the English. 

e odds were, however, too great. 
Hawkins and Drake in the en with 
difficulty. made their way out of the 
port with two vessels. They lost eu- 
erything else, including many men and 
much property. 

For a time Hawkins was kept busy 
in land as Treasurer of the Navy, 
and Drake became leader in the at- 
tacks on Spain. Hawkins was 
trader, and a fairly honest one. Drake, 
on the other hand, was resoived to rob 
the Spaniarfis whenever he could. He 
was not a pirate, for he usually acted 
with the sanetion of his sovereign and 
conducted himself as her representa- 
tive. In fact, though not in theory, 
there was war between England and 
Spain during the whole of Drake's 
active career. He accepted the fact, 
Ss not trouble himself about the 


The Spaniards, to avoid the danger- 
ous Straits of Magellan were accus- 
tomed to bring the gold and er 
from the mines of Peru up the Pacific 
Coast, across the Isthmus of Panama 
on muleback, and thence across the 
Atlantic in ships to Spain. Drake 
shaunted the Gulf of Mexico. made 
friends with the maroons, half-breeds 
of negro and Indian bleed, who at- 
tacked the Spaniards like wild beasts, 
tried to interce K caravans of 
mules as they e isthmus, and 
once with his. small ferce actually 
seized the town of Nombre de Dios. 
where he saw no less than 360 tons of 
silver gathered for shipment. He ven- 
tured far across the isthmus and frum 
an enormous tree in which his maroon 
friends had built a kind of bower, he 
looked out upon the waters both of 
the Pacific and the Atlantic. Perhaps 
he was the first Englishman who saw 
the Pacific, for the Spaniards had 
hitherto exeluded all other nations 
from that coast. Drake vowed to go 
thither. if possible. We returned to 
Engiand with a rich „ but not 
without severe losses, and 1577 was 
ready for a supreme effort. 

Drake set out with several ships, 
reached the Straits of Magellan and

sailed through that dangerous chen- 
nel in sixteen days, himself often go- 
ing ahead in a all baat to act as 
pilot. An awful storm greeted him in 
the Pacific. By this time he had only 
one ship left. “The Golden Hind,” 
which was swept into the far south, 
datt in with the winds for no less 
than -three days. No great con- 
tinent, it was clear, lay south of 
the Straits of Magellan. When the 
storm ended Drake continued his route 
up the Pacific coast and entered 
harbor after harbor, to the amazement 
of the Spaniards, who had hitherto 
found it hardly necessary to protect 
these ports. It was the precious met- 
als and jewels that he was after, and 
he seized them wherever found—today 
robbing a port, tomorrow a ship over- 
taken on the high seas. 
His hold stuffed with treasure, the 
problem for Drake then was how to 
get back to Engiand. At the south 
the Spaniards now were planning to 
fortify narrow places in the Straite of 
Magellan, and were waiting to seize 
him when he should try to pass 
through. He was ton weak to face 
them with success, and he knew it, 
so he headed bis ships northward, hop- 
ing te find the western entrance to 
the channel that Forbisher was seek 
ing on the Atlantic side and thus to 
get home. When we think of the 
thousagds of miles of ice-bound sea 
through which he would have been 
obliged to pass we smile at so naive 
a plan. As he went north the weather 
grew bitterly cold. He landed some- 
where on the coast of California, made 
friends with the natives, raised the 
English flag and named the country 
New Albion, thus claiming the western 
coast of North America for his coun- 
try long before she had planted New 
on the east. Then he made 
his boldest stroke. He determined to 
reach home by salling across the Pa- 
cific te Asia and by working his way 
thence round the Cape of Good Hope. 
Only one voyage had as yet been made 
round the world, and is leader Ma- 
gelian, had perished on the way. Drake 
set out, did not see land for sixty- 
eight days, nearly lost his ship by 
running on a reef, but in the end 
reached the cape and sailed up the 
west coast of Africa. In September. 
1580, after an absence of three years, 
the Golden Hind was in England.

THE BOER ARMY. 
ITS REAL VALUE AS A MOBILE 
FIGHTING BODY 


[Douglas Story in London Mal:]! Is 
the Boer a first-class fighting man? 

He has yielded to a superior intelli- 
gence and perhaps a deeper determin- 
ation at Glencoe and Elands Laagte; 
but in no engagement has he proved 
himself a contemptible foe in courage 
or in tactics. Nor would we British 
have it otherwise. It is no part of the 
British character to depreciate an 
enemy, and for their very stubborn- 
ness in opposing us we today acclaim 
the Zulus, the Afghans, the Afridis and 
the Dervishes as first-class fighting 
men. Has the Boer likewise earned a 
right to a place among the foemen 
worthy of our highest skill and most 
exalted cou ? 

The strength of the Boer forces ts an 
unknown quantity. Shortly before the 
outbreak of hostilities I received a 
cable giving the field cornets’ returns 
at 62,000 men capable of bearing arms. 
At the time this was received by the 
British press as an exaggerated esti- 
mate, and it was only after careful 
calculation and after consultation with 
the men best able to form an opinion 
that I accepted its approximate ac- 
curacy. Events have proved that it 
was within the mark. a 

Three years ago the Transvaal Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs as- 
sured me that the Boer strength was 
4,000 men armed with rifles. Dr. 
Leyds's more recent estimate is 35,000 
burghers. The number and strength of 
the commandoes now in the field prove 
that the British ante-war caiculations 

tly undervalued the Boer force. 

oday there cannot be less than 60,000 
men 1— arms—no mean army of sharp- 
8 ers. 

I use the word sharpshooter with in- 
tention. The idea has gone abroad 
that the Boer can no shoot 
straight; but this appited to the bulk 
of the burghers is a fallacy. 

THE BOERS MISJUDGED. 

Outlander critics—and published 
comment has been almost wholly con- 
fined to these—have judged the Boer 
race from the weaklings who have 
drifted into Johannesburg and the min- 
ing camps along the Rand. But these 
are no more representative of the na- 
tion than theHooligans of kfriare 
and Lambeth are typical of the great 
mass of the people th 
length and breadth of England. 

It needs a Selous, who has hunted 
by day with them and lain by the camo 
fire alongside them at night, to speak 
with authority of the Boers who ere 


now opposing Great Britain on the 
borders of the Tranevaal. The lice 
is the last resort of the indigent ns- 


vaaler, and the Johannesburg Zarp is, 
alike in courage and in morality, 
every way comparable to Wellington's 
Peninsular soldier. From them the 
Out have judged the race. 

Rut the great masse of the nation 
is today, as in 1889, a people of simple 
habite—gazing wide-mouthed at a 
train and fearing the wrath of God tn 
chastisement for street lamp or 
telephone. One sees them upon the 
veldt, trippling lanktly on shaggy South 
African ponies, carine naught for any- 
thing beyond their sheep, and acknow!- 
edging no authority save God's. the 
Veldt Kornete and the Predikant’s. 

These are the men on whom the de- 
fense of the republic had devolved, and 
the British forces have yet to measure 
strength with them in the field. Gen. 
Joubert is not devoid of a Moltke-like 
indifference to human sacrifice where 
the exigencies of the case demand. Rut 
Slim Piet is careful to offer only such 
lives as he can best spare. These lay 
in the 1 contingent—the 
commando where clerkly Hollanders 
bivouacked alongside weedy Boers 
from the Fordsburg slums—and they 
were sent to draw the British fire at 
Flands Laagte. 

There was a fitness in this that is not 
at first apparent. The commando was 
that most easily spared by Joubert, re- 
lying upon his back country burghers 
for his ultimate support, and was that 
containing the largest number of 
townsmen acquainted, colloquially at 
least, with Instruments of modern war- 
fare. They alone have stood by their 
artillery in the campaign. 

Tt is a rule of Zulu warfare for the 
young Impis to go first Into the battle. 
while the men of the Old Guard stand 
by and criticise their conduct in the 
fight. Much of the Boer method has 
been learned from the savages upon 
their border. The Johannesburg con- 
tingent possessed the qualifications of 
indifferent material and respectful fa- 
mallarity with the weapons engaged 
hence, their place in the van of the 
Roer attack. Afterward at Nicholson

COUNTRY BOERS NOT DEGENER- 
ATE. 


The Boer degeneracy has been con- 
fined In great part to the men of the 
towns; the others are shepherds, hunt 
ers and transport riders, as in the days 
of their wars against the Matabele the 
Xosas and the Zulus Game has grown 
pitiably less in quantity, but propor- 
tionately more difficult to take. I do 
not find that Boer prowess lu the chase 
has markedly depreciated. The men 
of the Wakkerstroom district, for in- 
stance—those mearest to the present 
seat of war—take their herds for six 
months of every year into the high- 
tands in search of forage and water. 
They live there the traditional 


n 
life of the Boer, nt on their 
guns and woodcraft for their sus 


tenance. 

Some two years ego I was present at 
u wapenschouwing at Roodekoppen, In 
the Heldelbere district. and saw there 
an exhibition of shooting on the part 
of the local commando that impressed 
me with the present-day maerkeman- 
ship of the Boer as much as anything 
I have read of his prowess in the past 
There was a force of seven hundred 
Boers mounted on the customary veldt 
ponies, each man with a remount. A 
canvas target was raised a mile distant. 
and, at the word, the whole commando 
thundered down upon it, riding loose 
reined, guiding with their knees. Some 
three hundred yards from the mark the 
men threw themselves to the ground 
and in squads of twenty fired a haaty 
volley, remounted, and rode back to 
reform column. The maneuver was 
executed as smartly as anything I have 
seen done by specially-trained troops 
at Bisley or at Aldershot. As they 
galloped away only a few tattered rib- 
bons remained fluttering in the breeze. 
The target was no more. 

In that simple evolution lies the whole 
secret of Boer tactics—rapld advances, 
accurate volleys at short range. speedy 
retreats. The retreat ts as important 
ae the advance, and therein lies one ex- 
nlanation of the employment of the Jo- 
„nne burg contingent at Elandsilaagte. 
They were the only troops who could 
be trusted to remain beside cannon in 
position on a hill. 

In all the engagements since Flands- 
tlaagte the cannon have en withdrawn 
eo soon as the British advance became 
definitely apparent. The Boers, freed 
from the anchorage of their artillery, 
have pursued their old tactics of rapid 
eetreats from the point of most viru- 
‘ent attack with corppeneating attacks 
n flank.

The Value of One. 
EV. WILSON K DONALDSON 
preached in the First Presbyterian 
Church last evening, his text be- 

ing: “Ye are of more value than 

many sparrows.” He said in part: 

“The value of an article is not al- 
ways easily determined. False weights 
and measures are forbidden by «WwW, 
though there may be cases in which 
they are used. False estimates are 
sometimes made either through ignor- 
ance or through maliciousness. There 
are some who place a low estimate 
upon things because they are small, or 
because they are so abundant that their 
real value is not recognised: But man 
must not despise the smail 
things. Little things have their vaiue. 
The mighty ocean is but the drop of 
water multiplied so many times that 
man has been and is unable to count 
them. So also the particies of earth 
that adhere so closely together and 
provide so much of nourishment for 
the vegetable kingdom. 

“Everything has ite value. Some 
things are for destruction and injury. 
Other things for construction, deveiop- 
ment and benefit. Some are used for 
either. Grain may be used for food, 
but it may also be made into intoxi- 
cants to destroy the happiness, the 
home and the soul of man. We think 
of the earth as a great body; but it is 
great by reason of the fact that it is 
composed of a great variety of sub- 
stances, and that each one of these con- 
tains a great number of parts. The soil, 
rock, coal; the ores, tin, copper, iron,

His 
skull was mashed in, and the concus- 
sion on the brain undoubtedly pro- 
duced death. The dead man's face 
was horribly mutilated by being driven 
into the top of the crowbar with which 
he had been working.

DECREASE IN TIPPLING. 


AMERICANS ARE DRINKING LESS 
LIQUOR THAN FORMERLY. 


[Philadetphia Press:] Alcoholic bev- 
erages always increase in consumption 
during periods of prosperity and de- 
crease when times are hard, but it is 
a remarkable proof of the steady de- 
crease in the general consumption of 
spirits in this country that during the 
present season of prosperity the per 
capita consumption of spirits is far be- 
low that in like sdasons in the past. 

In 1884 the highest point of annual 
consumption reached during a period 
of prosperity was 1.48 gallons per per- 
son. After the panic a cecrease fol- 
lowed to 1.21 gallons per capita in 1887. 
Consumption increased again to 1.51 in 
1892. It fell under President Cleve- 
land’s administration and reached the 
lowest level on record of a yearly con- 
sumption of spirits in 1896, of only one 
gallon per capita. From this point it 
increased and in 1899 it was 1.15 gal- 
lons per person, or barely three-fourths 
the yearly per capita consumption of 
1892. 

This decrease in the consumption of 
alcoholic liquors has been in progress 
for two generations, and the average 
annual amount of spirits consumed per

fifths of what it was sixty years ago, 
according to the census of 1840, when 
the per capita consumption wes 2.52 
gallons. In 1860 it was still higher, or 2.86. 
so that from 1860 to 1897 the per capita 
consumption had fallen almost one- 
third. 

It is remarkable also that the con- 
sumption of wine varies in much the 
same way. It rose a little over one- 
half a gallon per head in 1880, .56 of a 
rallon: decreased steadily through the 
depression of 1485; rose again in 15388 
to .61 of a gallon, and then continued to 
decrease, reaching its lowest point in 
1896. when it was only .%6 of a Fallon 
per person, From this point it has in- 
creased and in 1999.was ot a gallon. 
The consumption of wine does not fol- 
low as closely the general condition of 
prosperity as the consumption of 
spirits, but it bears a close relation to 
the general state of trade. 

Malt liquors, on the other hand, have 
increased steadily in annual consump- 
tion with great regularity and through 
all years. In 1875, a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, the yearly average per capita 
consumption in this country was 6.71 
gallons. An increase has gone on with 
great steadiness in good years and bad 
alike until in 1892-93, the consumption 
reached the highest point which it had 
ever had—16.08 gallons. Then for the 
first time since malt liquors were intro- 
duced in this country by the German 
emigration in 1848 there began 4 slight 
decrease in the per capita consumption 
of beer. It has fallen slightly year by 
year, rising in 1898, as compared with 
1897, but falling again in 1899, when it 
was 14.94 gallons per capita. The addi- 
tional taxes levied for war purposes of 
$1 per barrel may have had its effect 
of decreasing the consumption by 
slicehtly increasing the price, but as the 
price of beer per glass has in general 
remained the same, it is difficult to see 
how this can have affected retail con- 
sumption. 

What has really taken place is that 
this country is growing more sober. It 
does not use one-half the spirits for 
beverages which it did sixty years ago, 
and it uses only about two-thirds as 
much as it did thirty years ago. In 
spite of the enormous increase in the 
product of domestic wines, which has 
very greatly increased in the last 
twenty-five years, the consumption per 
capita is less than it was, so that pop- 
ulation has grown very much faster 
than the product, and the per capita 
consumption of beer has réached its 
maximum and begun to decrease. 
Every man's personal observation will 
bear out this fact. Less drinking is 
seen in public places and at public din- 
ners. The accounts of many clube for 
long series of years show a decrease in 
the amount expended in liquors in pro- 
portion to the size of the membership.

BEHIND THE SCENES IN THE PAL- 
ACE WITH THE IMPERIAL AUNT.

at the beginning.’ previous 
to the 22d of January last Peking was 
filled with disquieting rumors, which 
ually filtered into the palace. Some 
declared that the nad already 
been 
stated that e peror 
made away with by poison; but when 
the Empress Dowager heard of them 
she simply smiled in that grim way of 
hers, which, to the terrorized eyes of 
those around her, meant that she had 
decided on some course which, 
it were paved with the blood of thous- 
anda, would not deter her from her 
subsequent goal. It is also significant 
woman that none—except, per- 
her favorite eunuch, Li Lien- 
ying, and Prince those who 
daily attend upon her, knew exactly 
what the Empress dowager intended to 
do, although it was quite clear that 
some sort of coup was on the tapis. 
But when the fateful 24th of January, 
1900, came every one knew that only @ 
few hours before the Emperor had 
been forced to sign his abdication, and 
a loom spread over the capital like a 
pall, accentuated as it Was by chilly, 
lowering skies. 

„I was one of those who stood around 
with ink slab and pen for the Emperor 
to use, while the Empress Dowager 
herself held out the pen to him. Even 


then his majesty hesitated to take it, 


and sign the ready-prepared ‘imperial’ 
decree of abdication held out to him; 
but an imperious stamp of the right 
foot and those piercing, menacing eyes 
the Empress Dowager frowning upon 
him seemed to enthrall and fascinate 
the Emperor, who immediately 
stretched forth a trembling hand and 
the next moment, with @ groan and a 
gesture of despair, as it were, the fatal 
deed was done, and the Empress Do- 
wager triumphantly snatched the ‘de- 
cree’ from her nephew's hand. Then a 
sudden change occurred, which those 
around her were too accustomed to see 
to be atartied or astonished at. 
Empress Dowager’s face became in- 
stantly suffused with smiles, her eyes 
became soft and benevalent, and she 
was all kindness and motherly solici- 
tude for her imperial nephew! He, 
poor fallen majesty! had gunk down on 
his chair after slening th® fatal paper, 
while a sudden deadly paleness mani- 
tested itself on his countenance, and a 
moment after he had dyed his robe and 
the carpet beneath him with his life 
blood. His majesty’s excitement had 
been too much for his weak health, and 
it seemed that he had burst one of his 
lesser blood vesséls. Very kindly and 
gently the Empress Dowager herself 
attended to the Emperor, and when he 
seemed to have somewhat recovered 
himself, herself supported him on one 
side, waving away the eunuch who had 
come forward to do 80, and with a 
surprising solicitude for his health and 
comfort, arranged the pillows and 
cushions in his majesty’s sedan chair, 
which was to carry him back to his 
usual prison--the water-surrounded 
kiosk at the Southern Lake Palace, 
which is very near the Empress Do- 
wagers own residence of Eho Park. 
She, herself, escorted the Emperor to 
his place of retreat, called the Ying- 
tal, and having seen him securely con- 
fined within its high walls and the 
drawbridge once more brought over, 
her face resumed that hard look usual 
to it as she and her numerous retinue 
returned to Peking. All the way from 
Peking to the prison I heard the Em- 
peror weeping at his hard fate. He 
was so utterly broken down and op- 

eased! Poor majesty! His meanest 
subject among his 400,000,000 people 
would have refused to exchange places 
with him on that day. Many of us 
who escorted his majesty dropped tears 
of sympathy, and I peeped at the au- 
thor of all his evils to see how she took 
it. Her heart seemed to be of stone. 
There was that set, ee! her 
eyes, but not the least sign of ten- 
ing.

ringleader of rebellion and I may give a 
warning that the Empress Dowager is 
determined to have his head, even if u 
should cost her balf the empire. There 
will be nothing left undone in order to 
encompass her end, and I heart the 

Dowager say recently to 
Prince Ching, who, as grand chamber- 
lain, can enter the palace at all hours of 
the day and night to see the Empress 
Dowager, that ‘others of the Kang Yu- 
wel and Kin party must also be put 
out of the way before either she or rhe 
new Empcror will be able to cule the 
empire quietly.’ Finally, you may not 
know that ever since the fateful, en- 
forced abdication of the Empero- bis 
majesty has four times attempted to 
commit suicide; his last attempt being 
the refusal of fcod and drink, n order 
to starve himself to death.”

WASHINGTON, July &—The Divi- 
sion of Customs and Insular Affairs of 
the War Department made public to- 
day an interesting statement show- 
ing imports at the port of 
— P. I., for the calendar year 


Merchandise to the value of 17,80. 
412 was imported during the year which, 
‘with $100,965 in gold, and $1,441,392 in 


ver coin, brings the total importa- 


tions for 1899 to $18,701,469. Of this 
amount, $1,887,000 worth entered free 
of duty. All exports of merchandise 
were trought in foreign vessels and en- 
tered for immediate consumption. The 
total amount of import duty collected 
was $3,704,090. 

The imports bv countries show: 
From China, %6,796,769; England. $3,- 
102,728: Spain, $2,624,879; United States, 
$1,860,364; British East Indies, 1.218. 
602. The imports of gold coin were $52,- 
620 from the British East Indies and 
$76,425 from China. The imports of sil- 
ver coin were $422,840 from the Brit- 
ian Indies and $718,557 from Hongkong. 

The statement also gives a classified 
detail of imports of merchandise. In 
many instances the percentage of va- 
rious articles coming fom the United 
States was very low indeed. In a great 
many cases the United States exports 
were not represented at all.
